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(3) That use of the sidewalk spaoce ag hereinabove desoribed shall continue

only as long as needed for the removal of selvage materials and that thereafter
a barriocade in accordance with the resolution covering the use of street spaoce
on Congrese Avenue shall be constructed,

(4) That the contractor, as a oondition precedent to the use of the privileges
herein grented shall make sufficient bond in the sum of Ten Thousand (§$10,000.00)
Dollars, a8 stated in the resolution covering the uee of street epace on Qongrees
Avenue to indemnify the 0ity of Austin againet all damages to persons or property
arieing by virtue of the privileges hereinabove granted.

(1) The contractor shall erect and maintain ponpinuously in good condition
during the use of the saild space hereby allotted at and along the west boundary
of the allotted working space & board walk not lees than U4 feet in olear width
with walls on each side therecf and with a roof not less than & feet in height
above the walk level, said board walk to extend 3 feet north and esouth of the
allotted working space. The floor of eaid walk shall be not less than 6 inches
nor more than 12 inches above the street pavement and shall he construoted of
et least 3/4 inoh bomrds supported with a sufficlent number of jointe to prevent
sagging.
